A  vacancy  having  occurred  in  the  Anatomical  Chair  of  the 
University  of  Edinburgh,  owing  to  the  death  of  Professor  Good- 
sir,  we  understand  that  our  distinguished  Professor  of  Anatomy 
is  a  candidate.  During  the  few  years  that  this  talented  and 
energetic  Anatomist  has  taught  in  this  University  we  have 
noticed,  with  much  admiration,  a  marked  improvement  in  the 
Anatomical  knowledge  of  our  students,  especially  in  the  depart¬ 
ment  of  Practical  Anatomy.  This  has  been  entirely  owing  to 
his  remodelling  of  the  working  of  this  department,  and  adopting 
a  new  and  advanced  method  of  teaching.  As  to  his  profound 
knowledge  of  Anatomy  and  Physiology,  and  his  other  accom¬ 
plishments  as  a  Lecturer,  we  know  that  the  men  of  highest  stand¬ 
ing  throughout  Europe  have  already  amply  testified  ;  and  we 
dare  say  there  are  few  medical  men  who  are  unacquainted  with 
his  writings  or  his  name  as  an  original  thinker.  Any  additional 
testimony  of  ours  seems  therefore  unnecessary.

When  Dr  John  Struthers  obtained  the  Chair  of  Anatomy  at 
Aberdeen,  I  held  an  appointment  in  the  Naval  Deserve 
there,  and  as  I  took  a  very  deep  interest  in  the  School  of  Medi¬ 
cine,  I  had  great  opportunities  of  seeing'  the  working  of  the 
Anatomical  department,  to  which  I  especially  paid  attention. 
I  must  say  that  the  great  changes  made  in  that  branch  of  the 
School  by  Dr  Struthers  were  wonderfully  to  its  advantage. 
In  a  short  time  it  became  one  of  the  most  efficient  Schools  of 
Anatomy  I  had  ever  seen.  A  great  many  preparations  were

Before  visiting  Aberdeen  I  was  well  acquainted  with  the 
writings  and  researches  of  Dr  Struthers  on  Anatomy  and  Physio-
